The newsp¢ iper Story Was cCOnsid lerably 
garbled. William R. Eshelman, 1957 
Chairman of the CLA Intellectual Free- 
dom Committee, called Arroyo High 
School librarian Frances Gafvert, who re- 
ported that the incident was caused by an 
inexperienced teacher who had listed the 
three titles on the blackboard as suggest- 
ed reading.
